Space  bae 
it*  dimenaion*  of  heigbth,  depth,  length 
and  breadth  ;  and  lU  degrees  of  small, 
larger  or  unbounded.  Tbe  intellectual 
power*  or*  not  restricted  to  any  fixed  stan¬ 
dard,  nor  subject  to  any  defined  lew*  of 
■cope  ;  they  may  be  feeble,  apathetic,  po 
tent,  intense,  grand,  comprehensive,  or 
magnificent  ;  they  exhibit  many  phases 
even  In  the  anaae  indi  vidwul ;  and,  am 
men,  there  ia  no  limit  to  the  variety. 

Tbe  ssHtftilitte*  are  equally  diverse  in  de¬ 
gree  and  manifestation ;  they  are  ardent, 
phlegmatic  or  lukewarm,  and  allow  their 
presence  and  power  according  to  the  n»o 
tie**  and  influence*  which  excite  them.

The  cause  re¬ 
quires  supporters,  advocate*— men  of  Itr 
vincible  courage,  of  stable  will,  ol  inde 
pendant  judgaeii,  of  inflexible  purpose 
intent  on  holding  up  the  banner  of  the 
right  rad  the  true. 

There  sre  thousand*  of  social  and  local 
question*  that  Isy  imperious  obligation* 
upon  every  true  man,  every  Interested 
member  of  the  community,  to  assume  hi* 
attitude  towards  them  as  they  arise ;  and 
to  let  his  opinion*  be  know*,  and  bit  In

|300  for  crosswalks  ;  $300  for  the  Village 
Park  ,  $3,000  for  tbe  Poor  House  necenai 
lies  ,  and  $3,500  lor  contingent  expeaser 
Of  course  th*  Committee  will  give  a  de¬ 
tailed  sevouat  of  the  expenditure*  of  these 
several  appropriation*. 

Tbe  amount  of  money  raised  by  the  tax 
levy,  and  the  disbursement  of  it,  will  be  n 
matter  of  earnest  inquiry,  as  it  affects  every 
citizen. 

8 Lace  loot  town  meeting,  the  great  event 
of  th*  year  in  eur  history  ia  that  gas  has 
been  introduced,  according  to  law,  and 
distributed  through  th*  town  under  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Township  ’Committee.  We 
think  this  has  been  wieeiy  done  in  th* 
main,  and  is  a  matter  of  real  pride  to  our 
people. 

It  will  b^wcll  for  citizens  to  consider 
all  these  mailers  deliberately  and  before¬ 
hand  ss  far  a*  possible,  that  they  may  go 
into  the  election,  when  tb*  time  comes, 
understandingly,  and  be  ready  to  chose 
the  right  men  for  the  right  places.  This 
will  be  no  quuetioaof  politics,  atoll  events 
not  <it  partisan  politics. 

We  earnestly  hope  that  men  of  tbs  right 
stamp  will  be  selected  without  reference 
to  which  side  of  tbe  party  line  they  may 
Stand  in  National  politics.  For  our¬

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  another  Par¬ 
ish  Meeting  of  tbe  Presbyterian  Chnrch 
wo*  held  last  Tuesday  evening.  Mr. 
Moses  W.  L>>dd  was  elected  a  memlwr  of 
Committee  m  the  Vacant  Pastorate  ia  tb* 
place  of  Rev  Dr.  Coo,  who  declined  to 
serve,  and  wo  excused.* 

Important  business  came  up  for  consid¬ 
eration,  whifck  was  discussed  in  on  amic 
obi*,  earnest,  interested  spirit  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Coe,  Hon.  Amxi  Dodd,  C.  P.  Dodd,  Dr. 
J.  A.  Davis,  M.  W  Dodd,  Wm.  P.  Lyou, 
Tbas.  McGowan,  and  Aug.  T.  Morris,  with¬ 
out  reaching  tb*  desired  results. 

During  the  conference  it  transpired  that 
the  basis  for  the  “pew  annuity  ”  is  tbe 
same  tl  present  that  ll  was  many  years 
ago  wheu  tbu  church  property  won  esti¬ 
mated  at  $15,000  though  it  ia  now  valued 
at  $73,000  to  $100,000.  Beven,  or  at  the 
moat,  ten  per  cent,  annuity  on  the  real 
value  would  furnish  an  adequate  income 
for  all  ilia  >ieeda  ol  the  church  on  a  liberal 
estimate  While  tbe  chnrch  is  conducting 
it*  finance*  on  th*  false  basis  referred  to,  it 
is  not  surprising  to  And  it  constantly  em 
barrassed  sod  lolling  behind  every  jenr 
It  ia  matter  of  no  little  astonishment  that 
this  state  of  things  has  been  so  long  en 
dured.  There  in  surely  a  better  way,  and 
it  behoof  s  the  new  Basra  of  Trattec*  to 
devise  the  mesns  of  rectifying  the  ex  eting 
<] effect*  in  the  financial  scheme  which  will 
lift  the  church  out  of  this  dilemma,  so  ei 
liareasaiog  every  year  and  so  discreditable 
.to  its  bonornjric  record  for  Christian  liber 
silty,  end  to  its  well  known  affluence.

BLOOMFIELD  POUB., 

Uotil  within  the  last  few  year*  it  bos  not 
been  difficult  fbr  tbe  Bloomfield  churches, 
and  the  benevolently  disposed  amongst  us, 
to  keep  our  deserving  poor,  rad  see  that 
they  were  properly  provided  for ;  bat  as 
the  population  of  our  town  has  increased 
the  number  of  th  one  in  need  of  aid  has  also 
increased,  and  is  just  now  made  larger 
by  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  employment. 
Many  oi  these  hare  uo  claim  oa  say  spe¬ 
cial  church,  and  sre  strangers  to  thoue  of 
oar  towns-peopl*  In  the  habit  of  relieving 
want. 

For  several  weeks  past  our  todies  have 
felt  tha*  tone  systematic  plan  of  relief 
should  be  adopted,  by  which  might  be  se¬ 
cured  the  double  object  ol  engaging  the 
•  hole  town  iu  a  wotk  too  often  left  to  a 
few,  and  of  providing  that  none  among 
the  worthy  needy  shall  be  overlooked — 
for  it  is  only  too  likely  at  present  that 
while  many  are  relieved,  others  equally  dr- 
serving  are  left  to  suffer  because  unknown 
or  forgotten. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  interfere  in  any 
way  with  the  care  in  each  church  of  the 
poor  belonging  to  it,  or  to  make  any 
church  distinction,  but  simply  that  to 
die*,  sa  Bloomfield  ladles,  shsTT  wstch  over 
the  Bloomfield  poor.  In  order  that  this 
work  may  be  started  immediately,  it  has 
been  thought  well  to  hold  s  general  meet 
inf  of  the  ladies  interested,  for  the  pur 
pose  of  electing  a  committee  representing 
our  five  churches  to  take  charge  of  tbe 
matter. 

There  being  no  public  hall  in  the  place, 
the  ladies  of  tbe  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church  have  offered  the  use  of  their  church 
parlor,  on  Monday,  January  Mth,  at  half- 
past  two  p.  m. ,  for  the  meeting.
